Four Per Cent. More Than 
Area Harvested Last 
Year, 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

OTTAWA, June 15.—The census 
and statistics office has issued a pre- 
liminary estimate of the areas sown 
to grain crops this spring with a re- 
port of their condition on May 41. 
The reports from the prairie provinces 
state that the spring there is very 
backward and seeding is consequently 
late, At the end of May severe frosts 
cut down the growing wheat plant; 
but rapid recovery was anticipated, 

It is estimated that the total area 
sown to wheat for 1917 is 13,450,250 
acres a8 compared with 14,897,000 
acres the area harvested in 1916, 
Thus, the area sown this year, whilst 
nearly 10 per cent less than the area 
sown for 1916 is about four per cent 
more than 
1916. 

The decrease in the area sown to 
wheat this year is partly due to the 
curtailment of the seeding season by 
the iateness of the spring and ef- 
forts were therefore apparently direct- 
ed towards un increase in the areas 
sown to other crops. For oats the 
acreage sown is 11,781,900 acres, as 
compared wi: 11,376,346, the acreage 
sown last year, Barley, 1,964,100 
acres, as against 1,287,780 acres.

Admiralty Replies To German SPAIN REACHES 


Charge Of Inhumanity After 
Attack On Ostend. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LONDON, June 16.—An Admiralty 
communication was issued this even- 
ing concerning an allegation made in 
a German wireless despatch charging 
inhumanity on the nart of the British 
in falling to rescue more of the crew 
of the German torpedo boat destroyer 
8-20, which was sunk by the British 
squadron in tia attack on the German 
naval base at Ostend June 6, 

The communication explains that 
the British officer engaged in the res- 
cue found that the 8-20 had her tor- 
pedo tube triined on his vessel, while 
there were enemy seaplanes overhead 
which apparently were about to drop 
bombs. It also says that the British 
rescuing vessel was under fire from 
the short batteries and that the offi- 
cer therefore ceased rescuing the sail- 
ors when seven of them had _ been 
picked up, as nothing further could 
be done, and grave risks had been in- 
curred for the sake of humanity. 


COST OF LIVING 
ISONUP-GRADE 
SAYS REPORT 


Monthly Statement Of Labor De- 
partment Shows Rise In 
Retail Prices, 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

OTTAWA, June 15.—The monthly 
report of the department of labor 
shows that tho cost of living is still in- 
creasing. In retail prices of food the 
cost of a weekly family budget, in- 
cluding some thirty staple foods, rose 
from $10.37 to $11.82 during the 
month of May. Of this increase one- 
third occurred in meats, one-third in 
bread and flour and one-quarter in 
potatoes. Rice, beans and sugar also 
showed some increases, Cheese was a 
little higher but milk and butter de- 
Glined-stightiy, wheré the “increase 1s 
usually substantial. 

In May, 1916, the same budget cost 
$8.37; in 1915, $7.84; and in May, 
1914, $7.42. 

The department reports that coal 


and wood are slightly higher than a 
year ago. Rents also showed some 
increases. In wholesale prices the 


department index number based upon 
the average prices of 272 commoditles 
for the decade 1890 to 1899, stood at 
240 for May 1, compared with 228.70 
for April and 183.83 for May, 1916. 
The department of labor reports 
that during Mav there were thirty- 
four strikes involving 134 firms and 


10,955 employes. At the end of the 
month seventeen strikes were un- 
settled.

Mr, Sev- 
igny added that the appointment was 
not finally made. 

Mr. Richard Blain, who was chair- 
man, at this peint claimed that the 
whole discudsion was out of order, 

A. K. MacLean said they were dis 
cussing the policy of the minister in 
regard to the appointment of men to 
the public service who wrote seditious 
articles. The committee had a right 
to discuss whether {t was right to 
make such men servants of the king, 

Sevigny Protests 

Mr. Sevigny objected to the use of 
the word seditfous and said that Mr 
Renaud wrote no sediticus articles to 
his knowledge. 

Mr. MacLean said he would with- 
draw the word seditious, but the min- 
ister himself edmitted that he had 
been engaged in writing objectionable 
articles. This was a falr matter for 
discussion by the committee 

Mr. Blain again ruled that the de- 
bate was out of order and threatened 
to leave the chair. 

Mr. Lapointe said he recognized Mr. 
Renaud as a qualified man, but his 
opinions for the last two years were 
not such as he would imagine would 
recommend him to the minister since 
his own conversion 

Mr. Blain ocain insisted that the 
discussion was out of order and Hon 
Frank Oliver sald he would have to 
appeal to the house, 

Mr, Sevigny interjected that he had 
no objection to giving all the explana- 
tion possible on the subject. 

Hon, Charles Marcil said that 
minister had recommended this man 
for appointment and thought by so 
doing he was helping recruiting. This 
was all they were discussing. He felt 
certain that the discussion was in or- 


der,

Vote on Ruling 
Mr. Blain insisted on his ruling and 
the suggestion of Mr. Marcil the 
chairman sald he would have to re- 
nort the ec tc the speaker, which

Discussion of the recommendation 
to appoint Mr. Renaud to the depart- 
ment was resumed by B, M, MacDon- 
ald, who said that this action on the 
part of the government might very 
well be one of the causes of the re- 
crulting situation in Quebec, They 
put a premium on sedition, 

Wrote Against Recruiting? 

Mr. German asked if it were true 
that Mr. Renaud had been writing 
against recruiting:

M. MacWonaid declared that 
if it was the policy of the government 
to recommend for positions in the gov 
ernment people who write articles 
secking to discourage recruiting, it 
was a policy that deserves the con- 
demnation of the country. This meth- 
od of dealing with people who make 
seditious speeches, he said, would put 


the government in & very pecullar 
position 
Mr. Sevigny, in reply said that Mr 


Renaud was qualified for the position 
and he understood that he approved of 
Britain's participation in the war. His 


eriticlam of Sir William Price and his 


regiment was due to a personal differ- 
ence Mr. Sevigny asserted that lack 
of recruiting in Quebec should be 


charred to Liberals like Mr. Cannon 
As for himself he had done all he 
could and he expected to do more for 
the war, He suggested that members 
on the other side of the house might 
do lkewlse 
Sevigny in 10it, 
Mr. Knowles suggested the possibil- 


ity that Mr, Sevigny's uppeals of five

do with the failure of recruiting in 
Quebec, 


Mr. Sevigny replied that while he 
was strongly opposed to the naval 
policy of 1911, he had never said 
anything against Great Britain. . 

Mr. Lapointe declared that during 
the Drummond-Arthabasca campaign 
he had heard Mr, Sevigny say: “The 
bill mentions the navy of His Majesty, 
Who is His Majesty? We haye no 
majesty in Canada,” 

Sir George Foster at this point pro- 
tested against the discussion continu- 
ing on the score that the ruling of the 
chairman was not being observed. 

Mr. Oliver remarked that the ruling 
had upset previous ideas as to the 
rights of the committee. 


A Startling Policy 

D. D. McKenzie thought that .the 
minister had anounced a_ startling 
policy; his idea was to quiet a fire- 
brand by giving him the king’s money. 
The minister himself was a product 
of that line of action, He owed his 
position in the cabinet to it, 

Mr. Sevigny said that he and other 
“bad" Nattonalists had voted to con- 
tribute thirty-five million dollars to 
help the empire; but the members on 
the other side of the house had refused 
to do so, He repeated that since the 
war broke out he had done everything 
possible to help. Many Liberals, how- 
ever, were worse than the Nationalists 
had been in 1911 when there was no 
war. Despite the crisis, the Liberal 
French press were repeating the same 
statements made by Tancrede Marcil 
and Henry Bourassa, 

A Challenge 

Mr. Lapointe said he would chal- 
lenge the minister to show that any 
French Liberal newspaper was ex- 
pressing thee views approved by the 
minister and his friends some years 
ago. The Liberal press of Quebec 
had always advocated participation by 
Canada in the war. The newspapers 
and people who are using violent 
words are those who were on the min- 
ister’s platform of 1911. Tancrede 
Marcil, who was Conservative candi- 
date is saying now the same words 
he used in 1911 

“He is u good Liberal now,’ 
ed Mr. Sevigny. 

Mr. Lapointe retorted that Mr, Mar- 
cil was the minister's friend and that 
he had called Armand Lavergne his 
leader, “He is not my leader," he 
added, “TIT have a leader of whom f 
am proud.” 

After some further exchanges Mr. 
Knowles declared that he was opposed 
to the voting of the money for two 
reasons. He was against voting money 
to the minister to be expended under 
such a policy as he laid down OF 
wish,’ ‘he said, “to be no party to 
voting money to be placed in the 
hands of this minister If he is go- 
ing to alienate the people's money on 
such principles, I disapprove of pub- 
lic money being voted under such cir- 
cumstances, He told us clearly and 
plainly that the reason he recommend- 
ed this gentleman was because he was 
a man who was writing certain arti- 
cles which he thought were against 
our country’s interests,” 

“That is not fair,” sald Mr. Sevig- 
ny.

Loyalty of Quebec, 
Mr. Knowles aserted that it was 
fair and said his second reason for 
opposing the voting of money to the 


minister was his declaration in the 
house that the whole Liberal party in 
Quebec was disloyal, That was an 
insult to the great majority of his 
compatriots in Quebec, 

Mr, Sevigny replied that the great 
majority of the people of Quebee 


were just as loyal as the member for 
Moosejaw. He had referred to the 
Liberal press and the Liberal leaders, 
Le Soliel, the Liberal organ in Que- 
bee, referring to  conseription, had 
said: "The French-Canadian Conseryv- 
atives only can save the situation, 
Their vote alone can defeat conscrip- 
tion,” The same things, he | said, 
were being said by Le Canada and Le 
Devoir. Mr, Kourassa's paper had 
been making attacks upon  himaelf

Of the above, 75 per cent. is pro- 


duced in the northern half of the prov- 
ince, of which Edmonton is the mar- 
keting centre. While this particular 
branch of the farmer's business of 
food production fs still in its infancy, 
Northern Alberta produces butter and 
cheese that will compare favorably 
with that of Ontario or any other sec- 
tion of country. 

The Edmonton Exhibition Associat- 
fon, realizing the importance of en- 
couraging this industry, has this year 
increased its prize lst very materially 
for poth butter and cheese. $110 Is 
offered in two classes for cheese. For 
creamery butter, $333 ts offered in 
threo classes, and for farm dairy but- 
ter $56 is offered In two classes.

ALEX ROSS SAYS HE 
IS REPRESENTATIVE 
OF LABOR IN HOUSE 


Calgary Man Who Beat T. M. 
Tweedie Wants Party Politicos 
Abolished. 


Alex. Ross, of Calgary, the labor 
candidate whose victory over T. . 
Tweedie was the sensational incident 
ef the recent election, was an Ed- 
monton visitor last night. To The 
Bulletin Mr, Ross said that he was 
elected as a representative of tho labor 
men and was, as such, an independent 
member of the legislature. Ie de- 
clared that he did not intend to ally 
himself with one party or the other 
but should keep careful watch of the 
legislation brought in and support 
that which, tn his opinion, was in 
the best interests of his constituents. 
He might vote with the government 
on one matter and with the opposition 
on another, he remarked. 

Mr. Ross said that the labor men 
carried on thelr campaign on a well 
defined program. At present the chief 
thing which they had in view was the 
perfection of the workmen's compen- 
sation act. He said that he was also 
very strongly in favor of proportional 
representation and of the elimination 
of the party system from provincial 
affairs altogether. 

The labor candidate sald that the 
result in Centre Calgary was not al- 
together such a surprise as had been 
stated. The labor men, while not 
claiming the election {n advance, had 
been sure that they would give the 
Conservatives a surprise and had suc-, 
ceeded in doing so, And a most un- 
pleasant surprise it had proved to be 
for the opposition. The labor men 
had caried on their campaign almost 
without money and without organiza- 
tion. They had expended only what 
was absolutely necesary for expenses | 
and had had only one scrutineer on 
the job all election day.

Sixty Men Already Established There—A Kickless Institution—Big 
nmrolment For Vocational Training Courses—Gardening De- 
artment A Revelation—What A Trip Through The Building

One of the most treasured privileges 
of the soldier, returned and otherwise, 
is the right to kick. The fact that 
since the opening of the Edmonton 
Military Convalescent Home in the 
Alberta College building on the South 
Side, over a month ago, not a solitary 
complaint has been registered, is a 
compliment of the very highest order 
to the efficiency and care with which 
the veterans are Jooked after. This 
is no exaggeration to say that it is one 
of the best institutions of its kind in 
Canada. 

There are about 60 men now at 
the home and as many more are on 
the way from the east, The buildin 
bas accommodations for 300—for 300 
at a pinch--and the indications are 
that at the end of the year all the ac+ 
commodations will be needed. 


Clean as New Pin 


Much still remains to be done com-~ 
letely to fit and equip the building 
or the purpose for which it is in- 
tended but so much has already been 
done that it looks as if some magic 
had been exercised on the premises 
instead of mere soap and water, and 
energy and industry which have 
achieved such remarkable results. 
From attic to basement the building 
is clean as a new pin and scrubbed to 
such a pink of faultless perfection 
that the average housewife who steps 
across its immaculate threshold must 
be envious indeed, 

The home, as everyone knows, !s 
under the control of the Military Hos- 
Pitala Commission command and the 
commandant {s Capt. Pinder, late of 
the 49th, who has been in charge of 
tho Strathcona Military hospital with 
such distinguished success. The medi- 
cal work is in charge of Capt, Kicler 
and the vocational training work uns 
der J. A, Yunle who has already ac- 
complished wonders in the way of 
training disabled men for further 
usefulness In civilian life. 


John Baxter in Charge 

An extensive gardening enterprise 
has been inaugurated, in charge of 
John Baxter, whose fame as a hortl- 
culturaliat and prise winner is con- 
tinent wide. Seven acres of land are 
under cultivation and if some records 
are not broken in this department this 
year somebody will be very much 
surprised. 

Sergeant Bill has the recreation of 
the men under his management and 
Sergeant Major C, H. Wgbster is the 
human dynamo that radiates energy 
throughout the N. C. O. ataff of the 
establishment. There is, besides, a 
willing and efficient civilian staff. 
Cheerfulness and alacrity are the dis- 
tinguishing characteristics of the 
home and, as seen yesterday with the 
June sun pouring through its win- 
dows and making its park-like sur- 
roundings beautiful to look at beyond 
the power of words to describe, one 
could realize how {t was that the vet- 
erane absolutely had “no kick com- 
ng. 

Under Nominal Disctplinc 

The veterans are under nominal dis- 
cipline, which the boys recognize is 
for their own good. But the rein is 
light. They go and come almost as 
they please. The meals are as good 
as money and skill can provide, The 
beds and rooms are comfortable be- 
yond belief. There ts recreation, op- 
portunities for education and study, 
plenty of society and the knowledge 
that every bit of it, and more, has 
been carned in the service of the em- 


pire. 
Vocational Training 

In the vocational department Mr. 
Yunie has three classes under way 
with an enrolment of practically the 
whole strength of the home, The 
first is the commercial course, under 
the direction of Mr. MeTavtish, includ- 
ing instruction in book-keeping, type- 
writing, shorthand, etc., which {s fit- 
ting an intersted class of men for 
business life. 

Another class is preparing men for 
Positions in the clvil service, and to 
take both the preliminary and quality- 
ing examinations. The third is pre- 
paratory and fits men for various 
other training, such as tho mechanical 
andszengineering courses which are 
handled in the Institute of Technolo- 
gy, at Calgary. Mr. Yuntle is person- 
ally in charge of the last two men- 
tioned courses. A wood-working class 
will be started shortly, with quarters 
in the basement. 


The Garden 

A visit to the gardens, Mr. Baxter's 
domain, is a revelation, Some twen- 
ty-five returned men are studying 
practical gardening under the eye of 
a master, They have been given tn- 
dividual plots, 60 by 70 feet, and these 
are already showing a state of de- 
velopment that will challenge almost 
any gardener in town. Peas, beans, 
broad beans, potatoes, asparagus (the 
boys are strong on the asparagus) 
beets, carrots and other vegetables are 
“coming strong.” The trim, straight

PRICE REGULATION OR A 
STRIKE EPIDEMIO 


It seems fairly certain that be- 
fore this summer is ended there 
will have to occur one of two 
things; regulative action by the 
Government to establish and 
maintain some reasonable relation 
between the cost of living and the 
average wage; or there must oc- 
cur an epidemic of strikes, Cana- 
dians will, and ought to, endure 
anything to win the war, but they 
will not endure a continuance of 
the present state of things in or- 
der to pile up millions for profit- 
eers, 

It is easily within the range of 
things possible that unless some- 
thing is done to set bounds to the 
rapacity of the predatory interests 
there will come upon the country 
a period of industrial chaos, when 
transportation systems will © be 
tied up, industrial establishments 
shut down, the output of muni- 
tions suspended. Certainly if 
things are let go as they are at 
present and if that does not come 
about it will be due solely to the 
unwillingness of Canadian wagé- 
earners to bring paralysis upon 
the industrial system while the 
country is fighting for its life. 

And there is a point where, des- 
pite this unwillingness, the choice 
will pass out of the hands of the 
wage-earners, They and their 
families must live, and if the pres- 
ent trend continues they cannot 
live without demanding and en- 
forcing a general advance in pay 
to rates never before thought of in 
Canada. To suppose that the Can- 
adian people will indefinitely 
stand the plunder they are now 
suffering at the hands of food- 
gamblers and monopolists is to 
suppose that they are entirely 
lacking in spirit. If the Govern- 
ment has any regard for either it- 
self or the country it will not al- 
low them to be oppressed to the 
point of exasperation.

COMPULSION LIMITED? 


The Journal elaborates its the- 
ory as to the motives which im- 
pelled the Bulletin to approve the 
principle of compulsory service; 
but is scrupulously careful to 
avoid stating that it also approves 
of compulsory service other than 
the proposed conscription meas- 
ure. Is it the correct assumption 
then, that the Journal stands sim- 
ply for selecting one hundred 
thousand men who happen to be 
of age and physical fitness and 
sending them into the ,trenches, 
but for leaving all the rest of us 
to do as we please about doing 
war work or useless work or no 
work at all? Is its enthusiasm for 
compulsory service limited to con- 
scripting the other fellow? 


INDUSTRIAL CONSORIPTION, 


Now that we are to have con- 
scription for military service, 
should not a little more pushful 
regulation be put into the diree- 
tion of the National Service sys- 
tem? Somehow it hardly seems 
consistent to tell one man he must 
go into the trenches whether he 
wants to or not and to leave an- 


other man free to work at a useful 
or a useless occupation just as he 


not merely a Provincial affair, but 
was directed under Dominion aus- 
pices and with the hope of affect- 
ing the contest in East Edmonton 
when Dominion elections are held, 
—both these Provincial constituen- 
vies being in the Dominion riding. 
It was felt by the Conservative or- 
ganizers that if the Ministers 
could be beaten the chances of 
winning the East Edmonton seat 
in the Dominion elections would 
be bettered. To that end the 
campaign in both these provincial 
ridings was engineered by the 
Conservative nominee for the Do- 
minion House and his friends, was 
assisted by election agents import- 
ed under the auspices of the Do- 
minion party organization, and if 
the sinews of war expended there 
all came from the treasury of the 
Provincial party that receptacle 
must have been very full when the 
fight began or very empty when 
it ended. The election of Mr. 
Boyle and Mr, Gariepy is corres- 
pondingly disconcerting to the 
Conservative strategists, both on 
account of the efforts expended to 
defeat them and of the blow it 
gives to the prestige of the Con- 
servative candidate for Dominion 
honors and his chances of win- 
ning the East Edmonton seat. The 
fizzle of Mr. Mikkalischyzn’s 
Ruthenian schools propaganda in 


Sturgeon seems to have been 
especially disappointing, as he 
was counted on to detach the

ister and deliver them to Mr.

1. The Factory act applies to 
shops, offices and office buildingn in 
cities having a population exceeding 
5,000 and to all factories within the 
province, 

The definitior. of a factory 
building wherein machinery moved 
by some motive power is used for 
manufacturing purposes. The defini- 
tion given of a shop is any building 
where goods are handled, exposed or 
offered for saie. If the boy's em- 
ployment is with a concern coming 
within the above classes, it is illegal 
for the employer to make him work 
more than eight hours in the day and 
if the boy Is under 16 years old he is 
not allowed to work at all. 

2. If the hoy is not protected by 
the Factory act, the emp.oyer can, of 
course, discharge him if he does no. 
work the hours required of him, 

3. If the employment is within the 
classes covered by the Factory act, 
the employer is, of course, liable for 
the penalties provided in the act,

Confusius, ceiebrated Chinese phil- 
osopher, believed to have been born 
in the year 551 B. C., died 478 B.C, 
The prose writings of the Chinese 
philosophers were preserved in the 
same books edited by Confucius. The 
“Book of History’ is a compilation 
made by Confucius from old man- 
uscripts, records of years between 
2400 B, C, and 700 B.C. The “Book 
of Rites’ was also compiled from 
ancient sources, and is the ceremonial 
which has been the soul of the Chin- 
ese, Confucius endeavored to correct 
the manners of his countrymen by his 
sage maxims, He effected important 
reforms, but the tntrigues of his ene- 
mies prevailed against him and he was 
sent into exile. 

Koran, the sacred book of Islam, 
{is made up of revelations which its 
founder professed to have received di- 
rect from God, The revelations begun 


in the solitude of the cave at Hira, 
were continued from time to time 
during the prophet's life, But Mo- 


hammed wrote nothing himself, Af- 
ter his death the need was felt for an 
authentic record of the prophet's ut- 
terances; and Abu Bekr, the first 
ealiff, commissioned Zald ibu-Thabit, 
Mohammed's secretary, to preface 
such a record from all available 
sources About 17 years later Ott- 
inan, the third califf, had the text 
carefully revised and put forth the 
edition which has been used ever 
since,

TREATY PAYING 
PARTY GOES UP 
INTO FAR NORTH 


D, Laird and His Assistants Leave 
on Last Trip of Atha- 
basca 


(Special to ‘The Bulletin) 

PEACE RIVER, June 14.—On her 
last trip down tho river, the 8,8. Ath- 
abaska carried David Laird and his 
assistants on their annual mission of 
treaty paying to the Indlans along the 
Peace and Hay rivers. 

This yearly event, when the govern- 
ment man takes his little fron box 
filled with brand new one and two 
dollar Canadian bills and distributes 
them among tho natives of the north 
at the rate of five do!lars per head, Is 
looked upon os of a groat deal of im- 
portance by the Indlans and traders 
of the districts visited, 

Where the points are accessible, 
traders from the outside often follow 
in the wake of the treaty man and 
reap a rich reward from the sale of 
cheap, trinkets, the Indians spending 
their easily pained wealth liberally, 

Notices printed on cotton cloth are 
posied about the country several 
weeks before pay dates, with the re- 
sult that every native of the country- 
side gathers at the post designated, 
having with him the old and the 
young, the crippled and the blind, 
those who know the white man's 
speech and those who know only their 
mother tongue. It's a great sight to 
see these simple, honest folk gather 
on this occasion, thelr eyes glad with 
expectation and their every action in 
keeping with the holiday spirit pre- 
vailing. :

Two children of a soldier at the 
front were charged with being neg- 
lected within the meaning of the 
Children's Protection act. Letters 
having been received from their fath- 
er asking that they be placed with 
his married sister in Calgary, and 
their mother and her solicitor agree- 
ing to this, the charge was withdrawn. 

Her worship etated that she had 
received information from Magis- 
trate Jamieson of Calgary, that their 
aunt's home in that city was in all 
respects a suitable one, and this aunt 
being present in the court, the chil- 
dren were ordered to be forthwith de- 
livered to her. 

Miss Annie Jackson, senior proba- 
tion officer of the department of neg- 
fected children, charged a Ruthenian 
girl, aged sixteen with being a neg- 
lected child, and asked that she be 
made a ward. The girl had been 
working in @ pool-room and rooming- 
house, with a dance-hall attached. 
Considering the place was not suitable 
for such a young girl, Miss Jackson 
persuaded her to take a position in a 
private residence, The girl ran away 
from this and returned to the lodging 
house. A few days later, the house 
was raided and the girl placed in the 
children’s shelter. A good home had 
been found for the girl and arrange- 
ments have been made for her at- 
tending night school, but the officer 
thought she should be made a ward 
until she was eighteen. Her father 
who was present in the court, stated 
that he approved of the girl being in 
the pool-room and lodging-house, but 
had warned the proprietor not to al- 
low her out at nights. Her Worship 
was of the opinion that an opposite 
warning might have been more in 
the child's interests. 

An order was given making her a 
ward, with permission that she should 
return to help her mother on the 
farm, if required. Eardley Jackson 
appeared for the parents. 

A girl of apparently 14 or 15, and 
apparently an Austrian, who was 
found wandering on the streets and 
having no home, was charged with be- 
ing a neglected child. She had told a 
number of stories to the officers 
which, upon investigation, had proven 
untrue. Her story to the court was 
that her mother had sent her out to 
look for work, with no money and a 
few clothes which she carried. She 
had walked from New Radway to Ed- 
monton but, having arrived here, did 
not know where to go. 

An order was made placing her in 
the care of the Ruthenian home until 
her father could be brought into the 
city when the case will again come up 
for hearing. 

(Before Bishop Gray.) 

The case of a boy charged with 
breaking a window in a shoe-shop on 
the Strathcona Road and stealing 
shoe-laces, was dismissed for lack of 
evidence. The complainant asked the 
protection of the court against the 
boy's mother who had been calling 
him offensive names. The woman 
was warned by His Lordship that she 
might expect trouble if this occurred 
again. 

Five boys were charged with break- 
ing into the store of W. L. Steele on 
99th street and stealing $9.00. Two 
of the boys were arrested in the base- 
ment of the store upon the occasion 
of their third entry. Two were placed 
on probation and ordered to make 
good the loss. The other three were 
let go with a warning. 

A boy who broke a pane of glass 
valued at $3.00 did not appear when 
his name was called. The probation 
officer was ordered to take him into

On His Farm, 


“IT raise pure-bred Holsteins, and 
propose to demonstrate that they are 
the best cattle for any farmer in this 
country to raise, It has been already 


demonstrated that they are the bem 
dairy cattle in the world, and I firm- 
ly believe that it can be conclusively 
demonstrated that they are equal to 
any in profitable beef production, 
fo stated George Bevington p roprie- 
tor of North View Stock Farm, one 
| mile west and one mile north of Win- 
Mterburn post office. 
After going over the herd of some- 
thing over sixty pure-bred Holsteins, 
Hone is in‘'no mood to contradict the 
above statement, for the facis are 
clearly evident that the cattle are cor~- 
tainly long, broad and deep, and as 
beefy in appearance as many of the 
beef breeds, and they are also milk 
producers of the highest type. 

“IT do not mean to say they would 
make more choice beef,” continued 
Mr. Bevington, “but they are capable 
of producing more pounds of beef out 
of conrse feed, such as we have in 
this country, at a less cost per pound 
than the recognized beef breeds, 

Heavy Milk Producers. 

Mr. Bevington is endeavoring to 
breed Holsteins as heavy milk pro- 
ducers, and at the same time have 
them conform to the beef require- 
ments, So far the results have been 
highly satisfactory. He has a sire, 
the head of the herd, which weighs 
£200 pounds, #nd femates that will 
weigh up to 1600 pounds, which Is 
as heavy as some beef breeds, and 
heavier than others. 

“As for females, this beef type can 
be developed by selection of heavy 
animals which show strong constitu- 
tien and natural vigor, without sac- 
rificing anything in the way of dairy 
producticn, 

“My contention is that beef ani- 
mals cannot be profitably and eco- 
nomically raised on land worth more 
than thirty dollars per acre under 
norma! conditions. 

“If farmers of this country are go- 
ing to meet the demand for both dali- 
rv and beef products, at the same 
time maintaining the fertility of the 
farm, and realize the best possible 
prices out of farm products, it will 
have to be done through a breed of 
cattlo that is capable of consuming 
the coarse feeds which this country 
is capable of economically producing, 
and turning them into better account 
than can be done by raising beef 
alone.” 

Mr. Bevington stated he received as 
rood a price for the animals he sold 
as beef, as if they were the so-called 
beef breeds. He further stated that 
these Holsteins made the growth to 
maturity as rapidly as beef breeds, 
and will dv so on green feed, straw 
and native grasses as produced in this 
country, and at the same time will 
pay their way in feed and labor out of 
the dairy products, This should 
prove a great advantage to farmers, 
especially in the northern part of the 
province, where it is essentially a mix- 
ed farming country. Mr. Bevington 
is unable to supply the demand for 
either pure blood males or females. 

“I find there are many factors 
which militate against the popularlity 
of the Holsteins in this country at the 
present time, It takes more labor to 
properly care for a dairy herd than 
for a beef herd. Labor is scarce, ef- 
ficient help is almost impossible to 
secure, and the prices of feed and 
svain are very high. 

“However, conditions will again 
change. Coarse grains will be less 
inarketable, and then ~ the farmers 
will begin to reallze that if they were 
in a position to feed cheap grain and 
turn it into butter, cheese, ete., to 
upply the ever increasing demands 
for such products that they would not 
only have a profitable market for their 
coarse grains, but would be able to 
supply a great amount of Jabor to 
those seeking employment, when re- 
leased from military service, to again 
pursue the occupations of peace; at 
the same time maintaining or increas- 
ing the fertility of their land,” 

Sell Grain Through Cattle. 

Mr. Bevington also states that many 
farmers raised grain for market in- 
stead of turning it into dairy pro- 
ducts, and that this was probably on 
account of the fact that {it takes more 
capital to get into the stock business 
than it does into straight grain rais- 
ing. Of course, it must be conceded 
that where unlimited grazing areas are 
available, beef production would be

Milkers—Sheep Prove Profitable Sideline. 


more economical, and pay the pro- 
ducer better than any other form of 
stock raising. 

Mr. Bevington has established a 
cheese factory at Winterburn post of- 
fide, and states that although the in- 
dustry is young, that the surrounding 
farmers are taking great interest in 
the project, and the prospects are as 
xood as could be expected, Consider- 
able cheese was made last year, and 
the capacity will be considerably larg- 
er this year. ‘ The regular commer- 
clal chedder cheese is manufactured, 
and the demand is far greater than 
the supply. Whole milk is used and 
an expert cheese maker is employed. 

‘Selling milk to the cheese factory 
pays the producer about 33 1-3% 
more for his milk supply, than if the 


milk was separated and the cream 
shipped to the dairles,” states Mr. 
Bevington. 


Seven work horses perform the ia- 
bor necessary to the proper manage- 
ment of the work on North View 
Stock Farm. These are grade horses, 
as Mr. Bevington does not think one 
man can successfully raise and pro- 
perly give attention to pure blood cat- 
tle, horses, hogs, etc., at once, as it 


takes different care, different feed 
and pasiurage, as well as different 
stabling. He faises one breed and 


gives his entire time and attention to 
it, and succeeds far better than if he 
had several different kinds of stock 
to take his time and attention. 

Grade Shropshire sheep are raised. 
They are mated to a _ pure blood 
Shropshire sire, 

Sheep Most Profitable. 

“IT find sheep in small herds the 
most profitable investment in the 
country. I count on 100% increase 
each year, and 150% at least on in- 
vested capital.” 

The lambs are marketed before the 
end of the year, when they weigh 
from 90 to 100 Ibs, One choice spring 
wether sold last February weighed 
140 Ibs., and brought $14 on the mar- 
ket: Last year the fleeces brought 
$3.15 each. 

The sheep live off of the waste 
land, consuming food that is of prac- 
tically no value to other stock; also 
picking up quantities of food after 
both horses and cattle. 

Sixty grade White Rock chickens 
are kept, but pure bred cockerels are 
used, The birds laid well during the 
winter. They are housed in a log 
building with double glass front which 
admits plenty of sunshine; the house 
is also well ventilated. 

Pure-bred Exhibition Pekin ducks 
are kept and pay well. First and sec- 
ond prizes were taken two years in 
succession at Stony Plain Fair. Two 
fine’pair were also shown on the C.N, 
R. fair circuit, winning first prize. 

Mr. Bevington succeeds in keeping 
his farm land in proper condition to 
raise seed grain by keeping a large 
herd of cattle on the place and rotat- 
ing crops from pasture to hay land, 
green feed, etc., which keep the weeds 
in check, and the fields in fine con- 
dition. 

The wheat usually runs from 80 to 
40 bushels to the acre, and the oats 
from 50 to 75 bushels per acre, all of 
the grain crop which is not used on 
the farm being sold for seed. 

About 60 acres of timothy is cut 
and made into hay each year, Clovers 
do very well, such as alsike, alfalfa, 
and white clover for pasture. Alsike 
also does very well for hay, if seeded 
on good land and inoculated, 

Root crops are also raised to feed 
the stock, especially milch cows, for 
this purpose the swede turnip has 
proved to be the most economical. 
Cattle thrive on turnips, which stimu. 
late them to eat more grains, etc., 
keep them in better condition and 
produce more milk. 

The house contains nine rooms, is 
two-storey with full basement and 
heated with hot air. 

The dairy barn is a bank barn, the 
first storey of which is concrete, 
and equipped with B.T. metal stanch- 
fons to accommodate 36 hgnd of cat- 
tle; also individual water system and 
litter carriers, 

The horse barn is_ thirty-two by 
thirty-six feet, and will hold 20 tons 
of hay, besides large bins for grain. 

Mr. Bevington employs for farm 
help a man and wife, also two single 
men, 

Winner of Championships. 

He travels every year in the fair 
circuit, and has more championships 
than any other western breeder of 
Holsteins, and has been able to suc- 
cessful'y meet all comers from both 
east and west, 

Last year he took the grand cham- 
pionship at Calgary and Saskatoon, 
and also won the milking test at 
Brandon, with a senior yearling hei- 
fer, He won all junior championships 
in Holsteins bred in the west in 1916, 
and the year previous at Edmonton, 
won all championships. 

Mr. Bevington has been in this 
country for 25 years, coming from 
the U.S.A. He is well satisfied with 
his success in Alberta,

TRAP - NESTS 
TELL TALE OF 
POULTRY PROFIT 


ee 


Secret of Success in Building up a 
Laying Breed of Birds— 
Shirkers Slaughtered 


This perhaps may not seem a very 
seasonable article, but however, it will 
serve as uw reminder of the work that 
is ahead of the wide-awake breeder of 
pure bred poultry for next winter so 
that between now and the time the 
pullets start laying, trap nests can be 
made for them. So 8 to start better 
this fallthan last year. 

To obtain the highest degre of suc- 
cess in building Ne a laying strain of 
fowl, one must eifiploy the trap nest. 
So far as is known, this is the only 
system whereby acurate and individu- 
al records of the fowls can be secured 
for breeding. This perhaps applies 
more to the person who is breding for 
increased egg production, than it does 
to the one who is breeding for exhibi- 
tion purposes only, 

No doubt a volume could be written 
on the advantages of trap nesting, and 
the many things that can’ be found 
out from it’s use, One thing is certain, 
there is absolutely no guess work. 
This is one reason why so many poul- 
try keepers do not make a success of 
poultry culture, they do too much 
guessing, and also do not apply enough 
business principles. Poultry keeping ts 
a business in every sense of the word, 
and to show a profit, must be run as 
such. One cannot make a profit from 
poultry unless he cuts out the guess 
work and apply a litle more common 
sense, 

Any breeder who would attempt to 
build up a laying strain without the 
use of the trap nest is like a man 
groping in the dark, 

How to Use Trap Nests. 

If you have never seen a trap nest, 
g0 to some breeder who you know 
practices trap nesting, and see how 
they are made and how they work. Or 
better still ask the Edmonton Poultry 


Association to demonstrate one, and 
then go home and make some _ for 
yourself. About two nests for each 


bird, where small flocks are kept. 

The next thing, is to purchase one 
numbered leg band for each bird that 
you intend to trap, taking care not to 
get two bands with the same numbers 
on them, 

As individual performance must be 
used as a basis for the building up of 
a laying strain, the identity of each 
one must be known by the use of 
sone sort of a mark that cannot be lost 
hence the leg band. 

Now, comes the most important item 
of all, which is the egg record sheets, 
You will require one for each bird you 
are trapping. It is absolutely essential 
to your success to have these record 
sheets, for without them your labor 
and expense of making the nests is 
wasted. 

Too much importance cannot be at- 
tached to the possession of a full 
knowledge of the egg producing abil- 
ity of each bird, because no kind of 
live stock can be improved with any 
degree of certainty without the neces- 
sary knowledge. The high producing 
hens are quite as important in estab- 
lishing a laying strain, as are high 
producing cows for improving a dairy 
herd, 

The nest and record sheets show 
which hen lays the most number of 
eges, the one that lays the largest eggs 
(which is very important), the one 
that lays the thin shelled eggs, the 
off-shaped eggs, and last but not least, 
the hen that lays the infertile eggs. 

The writer had a hen with an excel- 
lent egg record that was never known 
to lay a fertile egg, also had another 
hen that was a good layer, but her 
eggs were so small that they could not 
be used for hatching. 

It would have been impossible to 
find out the characteristics of these 
two birds if it had not been for the 
trap nest. With the use of the trap 
nest it is quite a simple matter to pick 
out the loafers and drones, as none 
but the best layers should be kept. 

Test for Production 

Yearly or half-yearly records which 
ever is desired can be kept. The writer 
prefers yearly records, for the reason 
that a profitable hen is judged by the 
number of eggs that she is capable of 
producing in a year, She may lay well 
for six months, and then quit for the 
balance of the year. Even if she shows 
a profit for the first six months, she 
might eat it all up before the year is 
done, therefore yearly records are the 
best. 

Bear in mind before starting that 
trap nesting and reeord keeping, will 
require considerable time and atten- 
tion, If for any reason the necessary 
time and attention that it demands 
cannot be given it is better not to at 


DIRT ROADS ARE 
KEPT GOOD BY 
SPLIT LOG 


Regular Dragging After Rain 
Keeps Seymour-Sion Road 
Like Pavement 


The split log drag is used reguarly 
on the base line between townships 56 
and 57, in range 1, west of the bth 
meridian, and from the 5th meridian 
west and northwest to Belvedere. By 
means of this ffequent and regular 
dragging the road is kept in splendid 
shape. From Riviere Qui Barre to 
the 6th Meridian, near Seymour P.O.,, 
there is need of a more systematic im- 
provement by usé@ of the road drag 
during the summer. With this gap 
connected up there would be a fine 
auto road, for pleasure or business, 
right to Belvedere on the Pembina 
river, The roud from Belvedere, con- 
necting on to the northwest with 
Holmes Crossing on the Athabasca 
river, is each year much improved. 
With a few improved stretches such 
as that northwest of Riviere Qui 
Bare, there would be a good motor 
road right from Edmonton to Holmes 
Crossing. 

A roud that is good enough for a 
motor vehicle is good enough for the 
farmer to haul a heavy load or to 
haul his democrat loaded with market 
products at a rapid rate to the city 
market. When once such a road is 
improved some enterprising person 
either a resident of the city or a coun- 
try merchant could rig up a motor 
truck and transport the perishable 
farm products from the base of supply 
at the farm in the back settlements to 
the scene of action at the city mar- 
ket for the mutual benefit of both the 
producer in the back settlement, the 
man who transports the produce and 
the city consumer, 

All through the settlements between 
Edmonton and Holmes’ Crossing there 
is a large supply of farm products 
available yet because of the distance 
to market much of this supply is 
never offered on the city market, With 
just a little more road improvement in 
a few places along this route the con- 
sumers of Edmonton will be able to 
reach out their northwest arm and 
place their hand on the poltry, butter 
eges and vegetables produced in the 
valleys of the Pembina, Paddle and 
Athabasea Rivers, With road im- 
provement so that motor vehicles 
could be used it would mean a run of 
only from thre to fiva hours, depend- 
ing on from what part of the district 
he preduce came, 

The split log drag used on this base 
line is simple in construction but most 
effective in its result, making a road- 
way that it Is hard to beat in the 
city and almost as solid and smooth as 
a pavement, Even in wet weather the 
water runs off the well crowned sur- 


face, 
The drag .¢ 2 of Pr or 
split logs 4x19 inches about 12 feet 


long and from 2 to 4 feet avurt, and so 
connected with a chain and adjusted 
to run on a bias along the side of the 
road, The driver can ride to make 
it heavier and to make the drag bite 
better into the lumps, so as to pack the 
scrapings into the hollows. The chains 
can be adjusted to push the serapings 
into the centre of the crowned road or 
to level the crown for a broader win- 
ter road to prevent skidding. 

Once a week all summer long this 
drag is run along this road, The best 
time to drag the road is after a show- 
er. On part of this road the drag has 
been run for five years and that part 
of the road is now in almost perfect 
shape with little repairs needed except 
the regular dragging. It not only 
eliminates the ruts but by rounding 
the road makes the water run off, har- 
dens the surface and so prevents ruts 
from being formed, 

However, with all this fine road 
there still remains the fact that farm- 
ers going to town have to load their 
wagons’ to suit the worst part of the 
road, Like a chain {t is no better 
than its weakest link, The presence 
of the short stretch of undragged road 
to the northwest of Riviere Qui Barre 
hinders the fast or heavy traffic that 
would otherwise come along this route 
to the city.

FREE TREES 
FOR FARMERS 
OF ALBERTA 


Forestry Branch of Department of 
Interior Assist Establish- 
ment of Wind Breaks 


Broad leaved trees free, and ever- 
greens ut the nominal cost of one dol- 
lar per hundred are supplied by the 
Forestry Branch of the Department of 
the Interior for farmers who wish to 
plant on their own farms such for the 
growth of windbreaks, shelter belts or 
for the production of material for 
fuel or fencing. 

This system is distinctly co-operative 
in character, The Department furn- 
ishes officers to give expert advice and 
see to the carrying out of the terms 
of the agreement, and, in addition to 
this, assists the owner of land by sup- 
plying him with eveeds, cuttings of 
young trees; while on the other hand, 
the owner is required perimanentiy to 
set apart a small portion of his land 
for tree growth and to de all the actual 
work of preparation and cultivation of 
the land eo set apart, to plant the 
seed, trees or cuttings and to take 
proper care of the young crowth after 
planting, uvccurding to the directions of 
the said agent of the Department. 

Although the Department desires 
to meet the wishes of the settlers as 
far as possible, it must be understood 
that, owing to the difficulty sumetimes 
experienced in obtaining seeds or other 
plant material, the Govyverniment will 
not guarantee to furnish any specifics 
quantity, and as in many localities 


young trees and cuttings can be ob- 
tained from natural woods in the 
vicinity, it is advisable for those con- 


templating planting to supply them- 
selves in this way as far 45 possible. 
Broad Leaved Trees Free 

The Forestry Branch of thy Depart. 
ment of the Interior is thus assisting 
farmers and others in the prairie sec- 
Uong of Manitcbe, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta in the growing of forest plan- 
tations and ehelter beits. Applications 
for Broad Leaved trees should be 
made to the Chief of the Tree Plant- 
ing Division at Indian Head, Sask., 
stating the quarter-section on whien 
the plantation is proposed to be made, 
the nature of the soil and how cultl- 
vated, the nearest express office and 
the post office address. An agent of 
the department will visit and examine 
the land and if he is satisfied that 
trees can be successfully grown there- 
on he will see to the execution of the 
egreement. He will also confer with 
the applicant while on the ground and 
arrange for the tocation of the plan- 
tution or shelter belt and advise as to 
the preparation of the soil, the variet- 
jes of trees to be grown, the proper 
system of vlanting and other details. 

The applicant agrees to set apart 
and cultivate a certain area of land 
for the permanent forest plantation or 
sheiter belt and to act on the advice of 
the department who have the right to 
take cuttings and geedlings trees and 
the tree seeds when these are not re- 
quired by the owner to extend his 
plantation, 

Trees and cuttings will be furnished 
by the department for plantation and 
the services specified are rendered 
without charge. Trees and cuttings 
are shipped only to points where there 
is an express agent. 

No trees will be furnished for plant- 
ing on town or village lots nor to 
settlers who are already protected by 
bluffs or bodies of natural timber. The 
trees thus sent out must be used for 
the purpose of a windbreak, shelter 
belt or forest plantation for raising 
fuel, fencing material, etc. Fruit trees 
and ornamental shrubs are not dis- 
tributed by this branch, 

Lack of proper preparation is whe 
frequent cause of any failure in any 
uttempt to plant trees, It is well tu 
follow nature as closely as possible. 
Trees require an open porous soil. It 
would be foolish to plant trees on 
freshly broken prairie. The worth of 
a properly prepared summer fallow 
has been clearly demonstrated and 
this preparation must be observed be- 
fore trees are sent out, 

Under this plan of co-operative tree 
planting on the prairies it is necessary 
for applications to be made before 
March of one year for delivery of the 


trees In the fcllowing spring. Thus 
application for planting this spring 
had to be filed a year ago at the 


Forestry Station, Indian Head, Sask., 
and applications received now are for 
future delivery. 

Evergreens Cent Each 

Evergreens, for planting by farmers 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alber- 
ta, are being distributed at the nom 
inal cost of a dollar per hundred to the 
bona-fide owner of a farm. The trees 
must be planted on farm property and 
on no account must they be used in 
planting on town or village lots nor in 
any city, town or village. 

The gstock offered is limited in quan- 
tity and applications will be booked 
in the order in which they are re- 
cetved. All applications must be made 
upon the forms suppiled by the For- 
estry Branch. These forms inay 
obtained by writing to the Forestry 
Nursery Station at Indian Head, Sask. 
The applicatioys must be accompanied 
by a money order to cover the number 
cf trees applied for. The young trees 
will be supplied at a cost of a dollar 
per hundred F,O.B, Indian Head, Sask, 
They will be packed and shipped to 
the applicants’ nearest express office. 
The express charges “re to be paid by 
the applicant on delivery, 

Orders must be for even hundreds 
and no application will be received 
for more than five hundred trees in 
one seagon, Native White Spruce, 
Lodgepole pine and Jackpine are the 
varieties furnished, .‘}1 stock is grown 
from seed at Indian Head; the trees 
will be from four to six years old, at 
least once transplanted and will be of 
suitable size for permanent planting. 
The average height will be twelve 
inches, though some may possibly run 
under this and others over, 


The department does not assume 
any responsibility regarding the de- 
livery or subs7quent growth of the 


young trees, Feerv effort will be made 
to supply first-class stock and care 
taken to deliver to the express com- 
pany in good condition, 

Before sending @ request for an ap- 
plication form the applicant should be 
sure that his conditions are favorable 
to the growing of the evergreen treos 
when planted. The ground must be

Producing Timothy Seed in 
Alberta is Very Profitable 


How Crop is Handled—It Should Not be Too Green Nor Too Ripe— 
Headers Used to Cut Off Heads, Then Mower 
Follows For Feed Crop. 


(By C. Sweet, Dominion Seed Branch, 
Calgary.) 

It has been observed by the seed 
merchants in Eastern Canada and the 
United States, that the Timothy pro- 
duced in AVestern Canada ts a large, 
plump, bright seed, freer of noxious 
weed seeds than Timothy seed from 
the older districts, and on the whole 
n superior seed, which is sought af- 
ter when handied and put on the 
market in good condition, 

There are two large territories at 
present in Alberta, which produce 
large quantities of timothy, Southern 
Alberta, including the Pincher Creek 
and Lethbridge districts, and North- 
ern Central Alberta, including Olds, 
Didsbury, Carstairs, Red Deer and 
surrounding districts It has been 
pointed out that timothy from these 
districts grows very readily and be- 
comes too thick at the bottom, chok- 
ing Itself out in a few yeurs, from 
the standpoint of a crop for seed pro- 
duction, On land seeded down to ti- 
mothy, not more than five pounds per 
ucre of particularly clean seed should 
be used, sown broadcast and harrow- 
ed in, preferably with a nurse crop 
of wheat or oats on summer fallow. 
This will give a stand of hay plenty 
thick enough for both hay and seed 
production, The first, second and 
third year yields of seed from crops 
handled in this manner averages from 
three to four hundred pounds per 
acre, After each crop is removed, the 
stubble should be given a discing, pre- 
ferably with a spade dise, this to pre- 
vent the meadow from becoming sod 
bound, 


Cutting For Seed. 

There have been many suggestions 
os to the time when timothy should 
be cut for seed, Mr. Vellétier, one of 
the largest growers of timothy in the 
Pincher Creek district, advises that he 
has noticed by observation, tlt when 
the heads are brown, his timothy seed 
threshes the highest average, and pro- 
duces the best seed. When cut on the 
green side, it requires high speed with 
a separator in threshing, to separate 
the seed, and thereby wasting a quan- 
tity of seed in blowing over, with the 
chaff. This seed is also light and 
chaffy, and possesses only medium to 
weak germination vitality. If the 
timothy is left until ripe, there is a 
large wastage by wind, and the seed 
also hulls badly in handling. For 
these reasons it is necessary to handle 
timothy seed so that it will not be too 
green, or too badly hulled, as these 
are factors both of which lower the 
grade of the seed. In the Pincher 
Creek district, the growers, through 
the South Alberta Hay Growers’ As- 
sociation, are planning-to- purchase a 
header, which costs about $350.06, to 
try out In an experimental way this 
fall. They believe that by using a 
header, and storing the heads in small 
stacks, made so that the air will free- 
'y circulate, they can handle their 
timothy better than by using a grain 
binder, This method of cutting would 
also escape the low growing weeds be. 
ing handled with the seed, Follow- 
ing the header, they will cut the re 
mainder of the crop with a mower, 
and use for feeding purposes. In 
pressing their hay, cut with a binder 
last fall, they found it practically im- 
possible to remove all the twine. 
It is not certain what results can be 
obtained by the use of a header, un- 
til after being tried out under condi- 
tions prevailing here 

Grades, 

Last year there were about 62 cars 
of timothy seed shipped from grow- 
ers in Alberta to the Canadian Gov- 
ernment Elevator, Calgary, to be 
cleaned, weighed, graded and stored, 
representing an approximate total of 
1,600,000 pounds. This seed graded 
mostly No, 2, and required a dockage 
of from three to fifteen per cent. in 
recleaning, depending upon weed 
seeds necessary to remove, This seed 
has nearly all been so!d and shipped 
out, with the exception of about 200,- 
000 pounds, The complete handling 
charges at the Canadian Government 
Klevator, Calgary, is 5¢ per hundred- 
weight, which includes free storage 
for fifteen days, after which a charge 
of le per hundred pounds per month 
is made. The price charged for clean- 
ing may be increased, particularly if 
the growers are to have their timothy 
seed split into two grades, making part 
No, 1 and the balance No. 2 or No, 3 


grade, 
Prices, 

The prices obtained for timothy 
seed, cleaned and graded, at the 
Government Elevator, Calgary, were 
from $4.75, last November, to $5.75 


per hundredweight this spring. These 
prices are similar to the prices quoted 
on the Chicago Grain Exchange for 


prime timothy seed. Prime timothy 
seed is equal in grade to our standard 
grade No, 2, Chicago prices are 
quoted, as the Chicago market in the 
largest export market for timothy 
seed, and therefore, virtually con- 
trols the timothy seed prices, Un- 


der the present conditions the cost of 


putting timothy from timothy seed 
districts in the United States on the 
Toronto market, including freight 


and duty, is about equal to the freight 
on timothy seed in car lots from Cal- 
gary to Toronto. The freight rates 
of $1.26 per hundredweight in car 
lots for timothy seed #n bags, from 
Calgary to Toronto, is believed to be 
too excessive, in comparison with the 
freight rate on flour and flax of 44 
cents per hundredweight. Authentle 
ally compiled market reports, publish- 
ed by a reliable trade journal in the 
United States, quote the menthly 
prices of timothy seed to growers in 
the United States as follows:

By referring to the above table, 
it will be noted that in the year 1911, 
prices were exceptionally high, fol- 
lowed by two years minimum prices. 
This was due to the shortage of seed 
in 1911, and the large acreage ana 
supply of seed in 1912, causing an ov- 
er-production. Outside of these years 
the prices of five or six cents per 
pound held very regularly. 

It is recognized that timothy seed 
may be sown economically in the 
province of Alberta, where the rough- 
age after threshing may be used to 
advantage In wintering ranch stock, 

It Is believed by many that large 
areas of principal timothy seed menue 
jows of the United States were put 
under the plow last fall, and that in 
place of timothy a large demand wilt 
be made for the production of corn 
and grain croos. With 6 large pore 
tion of this production given over to 
the growing of grains and corn, it is 
reasonable to expect a large demand 
for Alberta timothy seed from both 
the United States and Eastern Canae 
dian markets,

This is also the opinion 
and advice of the Dominion depart 
ment of agriculture which is now con- 
ducting a campaign to get the whole 
of Canada to turn to the bacon hog so 
that the British market which Canada 
has captured since the war may be 
held after the war. 

Should Canadian farmers raise en-

SOCIALISTS IN 
WRATH ATNOTES 
ALLIED POWERS 


Wilson’s Use Of Word ‘!Victory”’ 
Creates Indignation—British 
Noto Gives Offense, 


PETROGRAD, June 138, via London. 
June 15.—Clearly the allies will have 
difficulty in finding common ground 
with the Petrograd councll of work- 
men's and soldiers’ bad 6d 60 long 
as its present frame of mind lasts. 
One had thought that the British note 
was clear, conciliatory and thoroughly 
democratic and in the pleasure of 
reading it one reflected on the bene- 
ficial effect of the Russian revolution 
in promoting dumestic peace. On the 
Russian government, according to a 
statement of ministers, the British 
note seems to have made a good im- 
pression. The way seemed open for 
hopeful and healthy negotiations, But 
now the Russlan revolutionaries seem 
bent on undermining the good work of 
the revolution. The publication of the 
notes was the signal for an outburst 
of pacifist chauvinism, in the greatest 
part of the socialistic press. The al- 
lies were included in the condemna- 
tion of the British, The notes were 
savagely analyzed and an old borgeols 
imperialistic contention was discover- 
ed under a new form. 

President Wilson proved to be the 
chief offender, His careful state- 
ment of the humane objects of the 
war was dismissed as high sounding 
phraseology and his mention of that 
tabooed word “victory” aroused boil- 
ing indignation. But then America is 
a sore point with the Russian pacifists, 
They cannot forgive her for entering 
the war and they mistrust all Mr. Wil- 
60n'S assurance, But the British note 
Sives offense because it suggests the 
conquest of German and Austrian Pol- 
and and the French note because it 
speaks of Alsace-Lorraine. 


WHY BATTERY | 
GETS THIRSTY 


Some Important Hints in Keeping 
Auto Battery in Good 
Order 


Howover little the average motor- 
ist may know about his storage bat- 
tery, he knows at least that it must 
be given distilled water at regular in- 
tervals. Most motorists do it with- 
out having any idea why it is neces- 


sary, 

Mr, Blais, of the Motor Car Sup- 
ply Co., Limited, the local Willard 
Storage Battery Service Station, has 
undertaken to explain for the read- 
er's benefit wiiy it is necessary to keep 
the battery filled with water,

the car owner puts into his storage 
battery replaces that which has evap- 
orated he rate of evaporation na- 
turally depends more or less upon the 
weather, In summer the battery 
should be filled up at least once a 
week, because in hot weather evapor- 
ation is quicker, In winter it is gen- 
erally necessary only once every two 
weeks, 

"The conditions under which a car 
is operated also helps determine the 
frequency of filling. For instance: 

“The charging of the battery gener- 
ates heat in it. This naturally makes 


/evaporation quicker, so that if a car 


{e being run over long distances with 
infrequent stops and sparing use of 
the Hghts, there is'a tendency fer the 
battery to become heated, somet!mes, 
in fact, overheated, The owner of a 
car run under such conditions will na- 
turally (ind it necessary to fill his 
battery with distilled water more fre- 
quently than the man who is using his 
machine for city running, with fre- 
quent atops and low speed, hence, low 
rate of charging, 

“Under no conditions whatever 
should the car owner himeelf put acid 
{in the battery to bring the electrolyte 
up to the proper specific gravity. 

“Normally, ic matter how run down 
the battery may be, charging will re- 
store it and restore the Holes Oe grav- 
ity of the electrolyte. The amount 
of acid tn the clectrolyte remains con- 
stant. It is the water only that evap- 
orates. Adding acid then does not re- 
store the battery but ruins it, for it 
makes the uvolution too strongly acid, 
thue causing rapid disintegration of 
the plates and general breakdown of 
the battery. 

“It ts imperative to use distilled 
water or pure rain water that has 
not come in contact with any metal. 
Any mineral substances or forelgn 
chemicals tn the electrolyte will not 
only upset the chemical action that 
goee on inside the battery, but will 
rapidly ruin the plates, 

“Keeping he battery filled with 
water means keeping the plates cove 
ered half an inch with the electrolyte 
This is absolutely necessary not only 
for the preservation of the plates 
themselves, but to enable these plates 
to do their work. If only half of them 
is exposed to the action of the elec- 
trolyte, naturally only half as much 
power will be generated as when they 
are completely covered with tho elec- 
trolyte. The battery fe not able to 
give out the amount of power that it 
is designed to, 

“On the other hand, when the bat- 
tery is being charged, there is great 
danger of its being ruined from over- 
heating, because the charge which it 
receives is designed to affect the 
whole battery; that is, all of each 
plate, If the plates are not covered 
with electrolyte the whole piate is not 
affected by .he charge. For inetanca, 
if the plates are half covered with 
water and the battery being charged 
at a rate designed for a battery fully 
filled with water, that half exposed.to 
the action of the electrolyte is getting 
the entire charge. 

“From all thia it will be aeen that 
the car owner has to keep his battery 
filled with water to get the best ser- 
vice out of it.”

JUMP NINE PER CENT. 


This Was For Month, While Rise 
in Year Was 32 Per 
Cent. 


WASHINGTON, June _ 16.-—Retail 
food prices In the United States jump- 
ed on un average betwee¢n March 15 
and Apri! 16, rine per cent., as shown 
in statistics compiled by the labor de- 
partment. It was the sharpest ad- 
vance !n any one month aince the be- 
ginning of the Buropean war. 

The heaviest increases were in flour, 
18 per cent.; bacon, 15 per cent.; po- 
tatoes, 14 per cent. Every article of 
food except coffee showed an ad- 
vance. 

In the year ending with Apri) 16, 
average food prices advanced 32 per 
cent. Onions during the 12 months 
went up 179 per cent.; potatoes 146 
per cent.; beans 79 per cent. and 
flour 72 per cent,

London, June 15-~-More than 100,- 
000 prisoners have been taken by the 
British during the war, James Ian 
McPherson, parliamentary secretary 
to the war office, announced today in 
the House of Commons. Up to the end 
of May 70,607 prisoners were talfen 
on the western front, to which must 
be added at least 8,000 for June. In 
Mesopotamia 10.900 prisoners have 
been taken since July, 1916, In Egypt 
the number of prisoners have been 
taken since July 1, 1916, is approx- 
imately 8,739. On the western front 
the British armies have captured 434 
guns since July 1, 1916, In Mesopo- 
tamia 132 guns have been taken since 
the beginning of the war, exclusive of 
those lost at Kut-el-Amara and eubse- 
quently recaptured. In Egypt eighteen 
guns have been taken. 

The territory regained by the Brit- 
ish on the western front since July 1, 
1916, amounts to 600 square miles.

MAY ADVOCATE 
REFERENDUM 10 
TAKE VIEWS ON 
* CONSCRIPTION 


Speculation As To Conference Of 
Liberal Committee—Both Sides 

‘ in Parliament Will be Divided 
On Subject. } 


Ottawa, June 15,—There were no 
important developments this morn- 
ing tn connection with the political 
situation, Its naw degfded that the 
conscription, Bill will come up for sec- 
ond readin h Monday. 

It is asserted today that the Lib- 
eral committee which was named to 
consider amendments is still at work 
and that it may be agreed to move an 
amendment calling for a referendum, 
This would receive a large but no 
unanimous support from the oppoal- 
tion and some séupport from the 
other aide of tho houseg On the main 
motion, the number of Liberals who 
would vote with the government 
would probably be larger. 

Last evening the French-Canadian 
Conservatives Were in caucus until a 
late hour. ‘ They were addressed by 
Col. P. EB. Biandin, postmaster-gen- 
eral, and Hon, Albert Sevigny, who 
asked the mto support the conscrip- 
tion bill when the vote is taken on the 
second reading, That some of them 
will do so is practically certain, but 
there will be a.mumber of defections 
from the government ranks. 


BRITISH GOTTON 
INDUSTRY FACES 
«SERIOUS CRISIS 


Governmental Control is Probable 
—High Price of Cotton is 
Unprecedented 


LONDON, June 15.—Sir Charles 
Macara; the cotton authority, com- 
menting on the high price of cotton, 
says there is only seven weeks’ supply 
of American cctton at Liverpool, and 
adds: 

“Many mills would gladly close 
down or work on half time but there 
would always be some who would take 
advantage of the movement to safe- 
guard the industry as a whole. If 
the crisis is to bo overcome there must 
be no exceptions, All mills must be 
run on an agreed basis, and if the op- 
eratives and employers act together 
it can be done.” 

The unprecedentedly high price of 
cotton has brought the British tndus- 
try to the most serious crisis of its his- 
tory. Governmental action is probable, 
necessitating the practical establish- 
ment of rigid governmental contro! 
and making this large industry of 
Great Britain another of the national 
monopolies, 


NEW CHIEF JUSTICE 
OF ISLAND PROVINCE 


Hon. J. A. Mathieson, Premier Of 
Province, Has Been Appoint. - 
ed to Position 


Ottawa, June 15,—Hon. J. A. Math- 
feson, Premier of Prince Edward Isl- 
and, since December, 1911, has been 
appointed chief justice of the island 
province. His successor as premier of 
the province and leader of the Con- 
servative party, will be Hon. A. E. 
Arsenault, member for Bummerside. 
who was a member of the Mathieson 
government without portfolio, 

Tne new preinier is a French-Acad- 
ian, and the son of Senator Arsenault 
who died in 1907. Premier Arsenaul: 
is a lawyer by profession and a Roman 
Catholic, 

FRENCH LOSSES IN WEEK 

Paris, June 15,—Feur French ships 
of more than 1,600 tons, one under 
that tonnage and three fishing boats 
were sunk by mines or submarines 
during the week ending June 14. Six 
ships were unsuccessfully attacked 
during the same period, while 1,034 
vessels of all nations entered French 
ports and 1,015 left,
